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HALLBV'S COMET 


The Mystery of the Ages Will Appeal- 


Next Yeiir. 


'In the city of Bayeux in. Normandy 


is preserved a quaint old strip of tap- 
estry. 
It is over 70 yards long and 


contains a gieat number of scenes il- 
lustrating the invasion and conquest 
of England by William the Couquei or 
in 1066. Among the hundreds of fig- 
ures or men and animals, ships, 
boats and birds woven in bright col- 
ored worsted is one scene of peculiar 
interest at the present. It represents 
a group of people in a window look- 
ing out upon the sky in which is pic- 
tured a fearful looking comet, which 
appeared that year and which was 
supposed to portend the fall of the 
kingdom of the Saxons in England 
and its transfer to the Normans un- 
der William. This happened at the 
battle of Hastings in 1066, and Wil- 
liam the Norman became William 1, 
the course of English history flowe'l 
put into new channels, and the fact 
of the modern world was changed. 


The comet portrayed in the Bayeux 


tapestry bas proved to be one ot the 
most lemarkable of all the bodies 
belonging to the solar system 
It 


has looked upon more than one coii- 
queiing warrior in different ages of 
the world, and has been the occasion 
of bestowing undying 
fame upon 


more than one astronomer, and upon 
none more so than the one whose 
name it now bears. 


Six hundred and sixteen years at- 


ter the Norman conquest the comet 
again blazed in all its glory upon the 
world, startling and mystifying men 
of all ranks and conditions. Even 
Sir Isaac Newton, the discoverer of 
the law of gravitation, was at a loss 
at first to account for its coming. But 
a young astronomer, Edmund Halley, 
then in his 27th year, conceived that 
it must be governed by the same la\\ s 
that determined the revolutions of 
the planets. Newton, at first skepti- 
cal, helped him however, and in the 
end Halley succeeded in showing that 
the great comet of that year had vis- 
ited the regions of the sun in 1607, 
and again before that in 1531, and 
that it revolved in an elliptical orbit 
•with a period of somewhat more than 
75 years. Venturing upon his faith 
in the correctness of his conclusions 
he dared to make the first of all pre- 
dictions of a comet's return and said 
that though he would be gone and 
his memory forgotten, he hoped still 
that when men looked upon the com- 
et in 1759 they would remember that 
its return had been predicted by an 
Englishman. The comet returned to 
its perihelion point March 12, 175 9 j 
confirmed the prediction of Halley, 
thus conferring immortality upon the 
astronomer and taking to itself his 
name. 


This is the comet which is making 


a third return to the sun since the 
time of Halley. For besides the re- 
turn in 1759 it appeared again in 
"1853, and now will appear to us in 
April and May of next year. In fact 
it has been sighted already, having 
heen first seen by Prof. Max Wolf of 
Heidelberg on the night of Septem- 
ber 11-12. It is as yet very far av> a> 
and moving very slowly, and has been 
seen by only those wiio have the ad- 
vantage of such large telescopes as 
at Lick and Yerkes. 
But it has 


again pioved the changeless laws of 
"which it is guided by appearing with- 
in less than one-fourth the apparent 
diameter of the moon from the point 
which had been predicted for it b\ 
the 
computations of astronomers 


The actual positions of the comet 
have enabled us to revise the forme.- 
ly predicted movements, and it U 
now certain that it will pass perihe- 
lion (the point of its orbit nearest thij 
sun) about the middle of next April 
and on the 19th of May will pass bo- 
tween us and the sun at a distant e i 
less than one-seventh ot our distant 
from the sun, or abou<- tiiuteen mi' 
lion miles. 
It will then pass froM 


the western evening skies to I be ea~ 
tern morning; and there is the po- 
slbility that it may go directly be- 
tween us and the sun, thus pasbin . 
directly across its disk, and giving u^ 
the long-coveted opportunity of test- 
ing whether the head of a comet is of 
such substantial material as to IIP 
visible against so brilliant a ba< k- 
ground. We may be given a chance 
of experimenting with the tail too, 
and at much closer range. 
For as 


the tail of a comet is always directed 
away from the sun, and as it will Lj 
"that time be in all probability much 
longer than 13,000,000 miles, it •will 
sweep across the earth like an in; 
mense stream from a well-directed 
nozzle, and we will know what 
it 


feels like to be in the tail of a comet 
No alarm need be felt over the pro* 
pect, however, for the material of 
•which the comet's tail is composed i 
so much thinner—a thousand time 
thinner—that the filmiest cloud, tin; 
probabilities are that we will not b.- 
able to notice anything whalpve-

Some of its 
returns have been fully as dramatic 
as the one that witnessed the Norman 
conquest. 
In A. D. 66 it hung over 


doomed Jerusalem and was likened 


j by Josephus, the historian, to the 
|sword of Jehovah. In 1456 it terri- 
fied all Europe; the Turks had over- 
thrown Constantinople and threaten- 
ed European civilization, insomuch 
that Pope Clement XIII issued a bull 
commanding 
that 
daily 
prayers 


should be offered that God would 
shield the people from the evils por- 
tended by the comet and send them 
on the Turk. We know now that the 
connection between the comet and 
these disasters is a coincidence: we 
think of the many returns in which 
nothing of world calamity happened; 
we know that calamities happen com- 
ets or no comets; and we know that 
the 
incitements to 
holier living 


should come from higher heavens 
than 
the 
visible 
ones. 
So we 


can look tor the retuin of Halley's 
comet next year with nothing but 
most pleasant anticipations, knowing 
that we will be accorded the privi- 
lege of looking upon one ot the most 
wonderful and interesting of all the 
bodies that make up the sun's reti- 
nue as he pursues his timeless jour- 
ney in the depths of space.

"This proves to be the larvae of a 


little fly, such as you describe as see- 
ing on the ground around the plants. 
These are found to belong to the eu- 
tomological genus Sciara, and feed on 
the vegetation in the soil, as well as 
upon the roots, especially wherein de- 
cay has started. 
They thus promote 


decay, and may do considerable in 
iury, as you have observed. 


"The best way to prevent this trou 


ble is to sprinkle tobacco dust abund- 
antly over the surface of the soil 
around thf> nlants. The flies will not 
remain lon«; in a place so treated 


j and will no longer deposit eggs thet ,- 


I Any larvae that may remain in thj 


I soil unkilled will undergo regular de 
velopment, and after they 
there will be no more infestation of 
your soil. You can, of course, make 
<i decoction ol tobacco jind waier ami 
soak the soil with it and thus destio.v 
the larvae themselves at once, but the

MOUNTAIN OF BORAX. 


A Deposit of Great Value In Heart of 


Death Valley. 


Witb the exception of the Grand 


canyon there is probably no more fa- 
mous locality in the west tlAn Death 
valley, known as the "vale belo4 the 
•ea," and, although there are a uuni- 
ber of Mount Blancos in the Great 
American desert, the Mount Blanco of. 
Death valley is the greatest of its 
name. 


It rises like , an enormous white 


breast against the terra ctKta ridge of 
Funeral range, close to Furnace Creek 
canyon, a great rent that cleaves the 
east rampart of Death valley. Aronnd 
it is rolling waste of bald yellow hills, 
none of which is a mere knoll, and it 
-towers a good 1,000 feet above them. 
The lowland of Death valley, sinking 
for several miles westward, is prob- 
ably 2,500 feet lower. 


No one ledge or series of ledges any- 


where to the^ world contains the Im- 
mense amount of borate quartz shown 
In the surface of this mountain of 
colemanlte. It is a body of ore meas- 
uring 1,000 feet to width and 5.000 feet 
to length, pitching into the mountain 
range at a thirty-three degree angle. 
It is a borax quarry whose limitations 
cannot be even roughly conjectured, 
but It must exceed hy thousands of 
tons any known boiste deposit.—De- 
troit News.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


A Program of Activity Outlined for 


Congress—Economy in the Post- 


office and -Navy Departments. 


O 


Washington, D. C., November 15 
The President last week returned 


to Washington and after making a 
brief stay, holding a cabinet meeting 
and making a speech at the Laymens' 
Missionary Association, he has de- 
parted and is at this writing in New 
England 
The full cabinet is in the 
city and cabinet ministers are busy 
in preparation of their several re- 
ports. With the exception of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior—and perhaps 
it is a mistake to make exception 
with regard to him—there is the ap- 
pearance of complete harmony be- 
tween the Executive and his "official 
family," as the cabinet has been call- 
ed. 


That the coming session and in 


fact the remaining days of the ad- 
ministration will be strenuous in fact 
as well as by inheritance is evident 
from the program which the Presi- 
dent outlined in his many speeches 
during his encircling tour. Prom the 
gist of his public utterances, it may 
be inferred that his message to Con- 
gress will urge legislation in some, 
if not all, of the following subjects: 


The establishment of a national 


bank of issue controlling the treas- 
ury reserve, the object of which will 
be to prevent currency stringency. 


The creation of a Postal Savings 
Bank system. 


A bill 
amending the Sherman 
Anti-Trust law, restricting its'appli- 
cation to trade monopolies, not to 
railroad combinations. 


Temporary suspension of the agi- 
tation of the tariff question. 


The adoption of an income tax 
amendment to the Constitution, to be 
resorted to, however, only in times of 
war or national stress. 


The subsidation of the merchant 
marine with the ulterior object of 
the education of a large number of 
American seamen to be available for 
national defense. 


Federal legislation governing the 
issuance of injunctions and to pro- 
hibit the boycott. 


Further conservation of national 
resources, including forests, mines 
and waterways. 


Internal waterways improvements, 
improving the navigation 
of only 


such streams as can be made naviga- 
ble and contemplating an internal 
canal system roughly parallel with 
the Atlantic coast line. 


A Congressional Committee to con- 
sider the subject of the dilatory and 
slovenly practice in the courts and to 
devise a plan for securing more 
prompt and economical justice in the 
Federal courts, with the expectation 
that the initiative by Congress may 
be followed in the State legislatures 
to the end that the disgraceful non- 
administration of justice in this 
country may be reformed. 


It will be readily seen that this 
legislative and administrative pro- 
gram is an ambitious one, but that it 
is urgently necessary, every well in- 
formed Ameiican knows 
It is, how- 
ever, becoming more and more diffi- 
cult to carry out administrative re- 
forms. 
The Congress of the United 
States has grown to be a heavy and 
unwieldy body. Antogonisms and in- 
ternecine wars discomfit legislation 
on the floors of both the House and 
the Senate. 
There is less antagon- 


ism between the Republican and 
Democratic parties on the floors of 
Congress than there has been in per- 
haps forty years, but there is antag- 
onism in the Republican majorities 
of both houses." 


The members of the cabinet are 


now busy in the preparation of their 
several reports to Congress and it 
has been emphasized that an endea- 
vor will be made to cut down ex- 
penses 
The Postmaster 
General 
has said that he intends to make his 
department self-sustaining 
There 
is every reason why it ought to and 
might be self-sustaining. 
The Post 


Office Department is the greatest 
public carrier in the world. 
It is 


presumably a monopoly but the ex- 
press companies rob it of the cream 
of the cauymg profit and they are 
the chief opposers of the Parcels Post 
System—a system long established 
in other civilized and even in some 
semi-civilized countries 
Since Sena- 
tor Root now holds the place in the 
Senate long occupied by Senator 
Platt, the piesident and attorney foi 
the express companies, it is to be 
hoped that something may be done 
for all the 
people of the United 


States, in spite of the entrenchments 
of these outrageous trusts

ploys tens of thousands of com-

rural 
deliveiy 
and 
these 
public car- 
liers, without a dollar of increase 
in public expense should bring to 
hundreds of thousands of homes,

in all points tempted like as we are 
(Heb. 
iv. 15). Now, since by His 


atonement He has made us kings and 
priests unto God, having washed us 
from our sins in His own blood, and 
we are to reign with Him on the 
earth (Rev. i, 5, 6; v, 10). we must re- 
member that to be fitted to reign with 
Him we must suffer with Him (II 
Tim. ii. 12), by His atonement made 
fit for his presence, bat by our suffer- 
ing with Him here as His redeemed 
ones made fit to fill the place in His 
kingdom which He is preparing for us 
while He prepares us for it; hence we 
have a ;ttle light on the great mystery 
of the believer's sufferings as seen 
everywhere in greater or less degree. 


If by His grace we are patient under 


all our trials we are winning for our- 
selves a special crown—the crown of 
life (Jas. i, 12; Rev. ii. 20), which we 
shall have to cast at Hia feet in that 
day. 
And not only so. but the power 


of Christ is seen upon us to His Rlorj 
the patience under trial as it could not 
otherwise be seen. 
Paul therefore 


says, "Most gladly will I glory in my 
infirmities that the power of Christ 
may rest upon me" (xii, 9). This is 
something like Phil. i,20. where he says. 
"Christ shall be magnified lu my body, 
whether it be by life or by death." 


While Paul had unusual fellowship 


to suffering, he bad also some unusual 
revelations. 
Not only was his con- 


version unique, but the various mani- 
festations of the Lord to him after- 
ward were very remarkable, as was 
also the revelation of "the mystery" of 
which he so ofteu speaks. He tells UF- 
that. lest the abundance of the reve- 
lations should unduly exalt him, there 
was given him a thorn in the flesh, the 
messenger of Satan, to buffet him. He 
tells us that he asked the Lord three 
times to deliver him from it, but the 
answer was, "My grace is sufficient 
for thee. for my strength is made per- 
fect in weakness" (verse 9). I do not 
know how we can be quite sure as to 
what this thorn in the flesh was till 
Paul himself shall some day tell us 
if it is best for us to know. Some one 
has said that we are not told what 
it was in order that if any one has a 
thorn in the flesh he ina> Snd a bif 
of comfort in supposing that that was 
just what Paul had. This certainly is 
true—that if any believer has a phys- 
ical infirmity and caunot get it remov- 
ed by praj'er or by the physician's skill 
then the answer to Paul must be a< 
cepted and the Lord trusted for grace

.Setting the Windbreak. 


Two rows of evergreens are suffi- 


cient for an effective windbreak. If 
set sixteen feet apart, with the""trees 
in the second row opposite the spaces 
in the first, they will in a few years 
form a mass that will be practically 
windproof. 
Willows, catalpas 
and 


other quick growing trees make fair 
windbreaks and 
grow 
up quickly 


enough to be useful for a number of 
years before the evergreens are big 
enough to do any good. Unless plant- 
ed very thickly, however, much of 
their effectiveness is lost in the winter 
at the very time when they are most 
needed. It is a good practice to plant 
a "few of these quick growing trees 
outside the evergreens: They will pro- 
tect both the evergreens and the build- 
Ings until the former are large enough 
to be pffective

ana circumstances. For floors, walks, 
tanks, etc., there is nothing better, but 
for the buildings themselves other ma- 
terials are just as good as or better 
than cement. If built solidly enough to 
be safe and permanent the cost of a 
cement building is high. The cost of 
forms amounts to a great deal, and 
a man who is skilled in handling ce- 
ment is needed to insure a good job 


A more satisfactory building ma- 


terial in most cases is hollow brick or 
building tile These brick can be read- 
ily obtained in most sections of the 
country. The cost is little higher than 
that of lumber, an* t*ey will last as 
long as cement. 
A tfle building is 


warmer than a single walled cement 
one on account of the dead air space 
in the walls 
It takes mm h less skill 


to put up a tile building 'ban one of 
cement, and consequently the cost of 
construction will be less 
For the 


smaller buildings the tile may be put 
up edgewise 
In building the barn it 


will be necessary to lay them flatwise 
up to the hay floor. From there up 
they may be set on edge They should 
~\be laid in strong cement mortar. Ce- 
ment blocks may be used in the same 
manner as the building tile. 


Roofs and Floors. 


There are many roofing materials 


that can be used in place of sningles. 
Some of these can be purchased a little 
cheaper, bufin lasting qualities they 
are .little better-than good shingles. 
The life of shingles can be increased 
three or four times by treating them 
with creosote as described in article 
1. The only trouble with this is the 
discomfort of handling the treated 
shingles. 


For floors there is nothing better 


than cement. Cement floors are much 
more durable than any other kind and 
cost only a little more to start with. 
For the smaller buildings the floor can 
be built first and the bunding set on 
it with no other foundation. Heavy 
buildings, like barns, should have solid 
stone foundations. The hog house floor 
may be built to extend out about 
twelve feet on each side, thus making 
a clean feeding floor for the fattening 
hogs or a sunning place for the early 
pigs. 


The foundation for a cement floor 


should consist of six inches or more 
of cinders or gravel 
If the location 


is not high and wall drained a line of 
tile should be laid through this mate- 
rial to carry away any water that may 
collect. On this foundation a layer of 
concrete should be laid three to five 
inches thick, according to the purpose 


or machine-shea. For most farm pur- 
poses the best proportions to mix tliis 
concrete are one part cement, three 
parts clean saud and six parts broken 
stone or gravel. This should be spread 
smoothly and "tamped. As soon as it 
has set for a few hours it is ready 
for the finishing coat. 


A finishing or wearing surface is nec- 


essary where the floor is subject to 
much use. It is also- smoother and 
easier to keep clean. 
It should be 


made of one part Portland cement to 
one and one-half parts sand and be put 
on to a depth of from one to one and 
one-half inches. As soon as it has be- 
gun to set it can be grooved into blocks 
about six inches square to prevent the 
animals 
from 
slipping. 
The floor 


should be covered with about an inch 
of sand and sprinkled daily for two or 
three weeks, when it will be ready for 
use. 


Cement Tanks. 


Cement tanks are durable and com- 


paratively cheap. Several small onea 
in the different yards, connected with 
the well or with an elevated tank by 
underground pipes, are a great con- 
venience 
The water in small tanks is 


changed often and hence is kept fresh 
Where the pumping is done by a wind- 
mill there is danger of a small tank 
going dry during a calm, but with a 
storage tank or a gasoline engine to 
pump this trouble is eliminated i
